I$ LOWER THAN IN 
QTHER DISTRICTS 


Balaries and Operating Ex- 
penses Reviewed for 
Lions by Cook 





Comprehensive summary of the 
financial management of the Up- 
Jand school district was presentea 
to the Upland Lions club at noon 
yesterday by Harold W. Cook, 
fcrmer club president, and su- 
perintendent of the local schools. 

The comparative figures be- 
tween Upland and other school 
districts revealed that the cost of 
the phases of education here is 
smaller than in many _ other 
places, Average annual salary 
paid school teachers in the state 
is, $1,800 while in Upland the 
average received by the instruc) 
tors ig $1,383.33, Mr. Cook said, 


pointing out that the average | 
paid San Bernardino county 
teachers is the lowest -paid in 





any county of the state. 

Average daily attendance is 
taken as one basis for determin- 
ing costs and Mr. Cook said that 
the average “A. D. A.” cost in 
the state in 1930-31 was $117.47 
while in that same year the A. 
D. A. cost in Upland was $77.60. 

Teachers’ salaries here will 
form 66.8 per cent of the cost 
of operating the schools this 
a and inst year they tormed 

3.5 per cent of the local budget. 
Sainvies will take the sum of $42,- 
217.50. 

Budget for the present school 
year calls for expenditures of 
$64,232.50. Last year’s beeee 
piaced the expenditures at $2, 
954.25, 

Nine items of expenditure form 
the outlay for schools, Mr. Cook 
explained. The following items,
